He Says Reports of Friction 
with Party Leaders Are 
Proved False by Ac- 
tual Facts. 


ANY MATE BUT JOHNSON. 


e Has Not Sent Copy of 
Platform to Denver, His 
Literary Assistant 
Declares.

Lincoln, Neb., July . 1.—{Special.}—Both 
Lincoln and Denver are just at present the 
centers for political gossip. Perhaps, in 
view of the certain domination of the demo- 
cratic convention by William J. Bryan, the 
town near which he makes his home, and 
from which a constant procession of corre- 
spondents, delegates, and politicians streams 
out to his handsome residence at Fairview, 
ig more nearly in touch with the intents 
and purposes of the coming convention than 
is Denver itself. 

I do not intend to réfiect in any degree 
upon the correspondents at Denver or in 
Lincoln. But I am convinced upon good 
authority that they have been materially in 
error on three points which have formed 4 
great part of the news matter they have sent 
during the past week. These points are; 

1. The alleged antagonism of the subcom- 


‘mittee on arrangements to Mr. Bryan's views. 


2, The vice presidential outlook, particularly 
as it affects the prospects of Gov, John A, 
Johnson, 

8. Speculation concerning the platform. 


Bell Acceptable to Bryan. 

The first point at which there has been 
error was fairly well corrected when Theo- 
dore A. Bell of California was selected for 
temporary chairman. It was well known 
that Mr. Bell was thoroughly acceptable to 
Mr. Bryan, if not, indeed, Mr. Bryan's choice. 
It was a matter of notoriety that letters had 
passed between the two men discussing the 
matter of the “keynote speech.” Yet for 
four or five ‘newspaper readers were 
daily informed that the stibcommittee re- 
sented alleged dictation on Mr. Bryan's part, 
and would select somre one else. 

Roger Sullivan 
mined to have Free P. Morris of Illinols 
preside, whereat the anti-Sullivan element 
in Cook county arése and roared in wrath. 
Col. R. M. Johnston of the Houston Post 
was said to be coming north, determined 
to have Senator Joseph W. Bailey made 
temporary chairman. Now, mark the sequel. 
Col. Johnstom was the member of the na- 
tional committee Who put Mr, Bell in nom- 
ination, ‘every vote in the committee was 
cast in favor of that nominee, . 

“violating no confidence; Under that 
of Mr. Bryan or of any member of the com- 
mittee, when I say. that the most perfect 
understanding existe between them, that 
their relations are absolutely amicable, and 
that, while Mr. Bryan is asking little, what- 
ever he does ask will be listened to with 


friendly attention by members of the sub- 


committee of the national committee. 
Vice Presidential Talk. 

The most important thing to be said on this 
subject is that Mr. Bryan has not centered 
upon any man for second place, has not ex- 
pressed an opinion in favor of any man, has 
talked frankly and freely about all, but has 
reserved any exertion of his influence until 
the convention shall have acted on the first 
place. It seems perfectly apparent to the 
friends of Mr. Bryan that if his nomination, 
which we believe to be assured,’shall be made 
without mere factious, artificial, and man- 
ufactured opposition, the dominant élement 
in the convention may well afford to yield 
when the second place is to be filled. 

In this connection I am reminded of what 
was done by the anti-Parker forces in the St. 
Louls convention. There had been a hard 
fight against Parker, but he was nominated. 
When the time came to put a vice presidential 
candidate into nomination the Nebraska dele- 
gation, being called upon to make a nomina- 
tion, responded that it would await the ex- 
pression of the wishes of New York, for as 
the responsibility of the campaign would rest 
upon the candidate of the New York dele- 
gation for president, he should be permitted 
to select the running mate most in accord 
with his views and most likely to aid in win- 
ning for him a victory. 

It would seem proper that some action of 


this sort should characterize the Denver con- 


vention. I am inclined to beleve that H it 
does the movement in favor of the nomina- 
tion of John A. Johnson will be futile and end 
only in disaster. What Mr. Bryan’s own 
views may be I cannot say. His friends, 
however, have been nettled at the form of 
the preliminary campaign made by Gov. 
Johnson, which seemed to be rather an effort 
to beat Bryan at any price than to nominate 
their ostensible candidate. 


See Hand of Wall Street. 


It is too well known among the Bryan del- 
egates and leaders that the Johnson cam- 
paign originated among and was financed by 
the same Wall street forces that put Parker 
in nomination for them to consider for one 
moment the matter of puttifig him on the 
ticket to drag Bryan down to defeat. There 
is, of course, a certain force in the argu- 
ment that because he is a Swede he will 
affect the votes of many of that nationality 
in the northwest. But he has given voice to 
none—or at least to but few-—of the princi- 
ples which will appear in the Denver plat- 
form, and hae allied himself with the forces 
which the democratic party has fought for 
years, and has prospered only when it was 
fighting them. 

It has been the folly of both parties to ig- 
nore the really great and vital importance 
of the office of vice president. Even repub- 
licanse do not deny that the nomination of 
Sherman was in effect a negation of the 
Roosevelt policies and will prove a handicap 
to Taft. A reactionary candidate for vice 
president om the democratic Cares would 
work vastly more injury. 

Years ago Nr. Bryan . that if 
president he would invite the 
[| to a seat at the cabinet table 
traditional feud between the 
‘would, so far as he was con- 
cerned, be ended. It is for this reason that 
hia friends are determined that whoever 
shall be nominated for vice president Shall 
not in any way be affiliated with those forces 
which for twelve years have been antago- 
nizing Mr. Bryan and all for which he stands, 
Who the man may be to whom the Bryan 
men mey turn 16 not yet to be declared.

Williams steadfastly protested his inno- 
cence of the charge, branded as a composi- 
tion of lies the testimony on which he was 
convicted, and ultimately denounced his trial 
as @ proceeding manifestly unfair and preju- 
diced. He appealed to the civil courts and 
was sweepingly sustained. 


Bishop Wins on Appeal. 

Bishop Satterlee then appealed this decis- 
ion to the Supreme court of the District of 
Columbia and it was reversed. Mr. Williams 
and his friends among the clergy and laity 
used strong endeavors to have the case re- 
opened, pointing out glaring contradictions 
and vital impossibilities in the testimony of 
witnesses for the prosecution, and declaring 
the verdict of the court to be traducive of 
common justice and destructive of the useful- 
ness of the Episcopal discipline. Bishop 
Batteriee remained firm. He refused to re- 
open the case, and there for ten years it has 
rested. The woman in the case is heart- 
broken over the prospect of a public hearing 
of it. 

“ This man is the father of the child,” she 
cried. * What I say is the truth, and I don’t 
care who hears it. This man—why has he 
kept silence these ten long years ff he is in- 
nocent? Why does he bring all this up again 
ow, when I thought it buried under ten 
years of such suffering as I have borne be- 
cause of him? 


Will Have Slander Stopped.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, July 1.—Count Zep- 


pelin today outdistanced all world records 


for dirigible balloons. He remained in the 
‘air for twelve hours, traversed the greater 
part of northern Switzerland, and visited 
Zurich, Winterthur and Lucerne, attaining 
an average speed throughout of thirty-four 
miles an hour. His airship displayed aplen- 
did qualities of dirigibility and answered 
the slightest movement of the heim, while 
its stability was waged ts to the greatest ex- 
pectations. 
Carries Crew ot Fourteen. 

In the most desirable weather conditions, 
almost a dead calm, the airship, manned by 
a crew of fourteen, under the leadership of 
Count Zeppelin, left ite floating home on 
Lake Constance at 8:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing.” Less than five minutes later Count 
Zeppelin shouted “ All clear,” and the balioon 
rose about 1,000 feet in the air and turned 
its bows towards Constance. 

Telephone messages from Fravenfeld, 
Winterthur, and other towns soon reported 
the appearance of the airship. The giant 
craft remained ten minutes hovering over 
the town of Zurich and the lake and then 
vanished from view at a rapid rate in the 
direction of Lucerne. 


Tourists Gaze in Wonder. 


It was about 1 o'clock when the airship 
came into view at Lucerne, and the thou- 


Sands of astonished tourists, from all parts 


of the world, including hundreds of Amer- 
icans, greeted it with loud cheering as it 
sailed quickly over the waters of the lake. 
With the greatest precision Count Zeppelin 
guided his airship and proceeded to carry 
out a long series of evolutions, which in- 
cluded complicated figures, circles, the fig- 
ure eight, sharp turns, descents, and as- 
cents. 

Finally, he turned the nose of the ship 
homeward, crossing the Albis range of 
mountains in the high air, and traveling at 
a good pace. They soon reached Zurich 
again, and great crowds of people had gath- 
ered there in anticipation of the balloon’s 
return. The count, however, only accorded 
them a five minutes’ view of the balloon,

They meant business, and speech- 
es both practical and brilliant were made, 


but of all that was said a short talk by Fire 
Marshal James Horan was most to the point. | 


The fire chief didn’t quote statistics; he 
dropped frequently into slang, and showed 
at times a disregard of the technicalities of 
grammar, but his short, simple sentences 
went straight to his hearers’ hearts, and 
there are espe of them who will forget his 
words. 

Im not nese of a talker,” he said at the 
start. “ We have the orator of the admin- 
istration, Dr. Evans, with us to pass out the 
fancy language for two or three hours after 
I get through. There are a few things I can 
tay about the Fourth of July, though. I 
might tell you about something that’s hap- 
pened already. : 

“There was a fire on the north side a few 
days ago. You heard of it. And there was a 
man lived in the building with his wife and 
four children. His name was Nolan. Well, 
I was there when the firemen carried out the 
bodies of Nolan's wife and three of his ohil- 
dren. And Nolan was there. 


Shows Agent of Death.

Woll, I was tellin’ you about the fire 
this thing caused. After the fire Nolan got 
a letter from a Catholic priest on the north 
side which he took to a lewyer in order to 
have the matter investigated. The attorney 
was Irish, too. But the attorney turned him 
down. He had already been hired by some 
Jews to look after the other end of the case. 
But there was an investigation, anyhow, 
and the fire department found out just what 
caused the fire. The story wes printed in 
the papers. 

Then a delegation of prominent citizens 
came around to see me. There were both 
Jews and Gentiles, and, mind you, I has 
nothing against the Jews, nothing at all, 
and they were headed by this attorney, a 
real attorney, in the language - the city 
hall—a $1,000 attorney. 


Lawyers’ Efforts Fail. 

They told me what they wanted and how 
much influence they had and remarked that 
they were going to see the mayor, but it didn't 
feaze me. Then the attorney took me off

Sends Own Children Away. 

“I feel pretty deeply on this subject,“ con- 
tinued the fire chief. Like most good citi- 
zens, I have children. I like to see my chil- 
dren have a good time. But to protect their 


lives I send them out of Chicago every Fourth | 


of July. I was born in Chicago and my chil- 
dren were born here. Isn’t it a shame that 
they should be forced to leave the city for 
safety any day in the year? And there are 
some children who can’t leave the city. And 
that’s 8 shame. 

I have one thing more to say, and I want 
you to listen to it. I made a visit to the 
John Worthy school not long ago. The at- 
tendant told me there were 165 boys there. 
Do they deserve it?’ Iasked him. Now, the 
attendant w @ pretty wise chap and he 
said: To do real justice, the fathers and 
mothers of the 165 boys ought to be here.’ 

“Now, I want to say to you and to the 
newspapers that it is up to you to beat it into 
the thick heads of the fathers and mothers of 
Chicago that they are responsible and that 
it is up to them to stop these deaths and acci- 
dents on the Fourth of July.” 


Shippy Reads Police Orders. 

Chief of Police Shippy called attention to 
the annual loss of life and limb in Chicago 
on account of the celebration of the Fourth. 
He read the police orders issued this week, 
promising to “strictly enforce them, irre- 
spective of who the violators may be.“ 

“The saving of one life will amply reward 
all of us for all we may do,“ he said 

Health Commissioner Evans reviewed the 
work of the health department in preparing 
for the carnage to come, and bitterly de- 
nounced the spirit which makes such prep- 
arations necessary. 

Dr. George H. Simmons, secretary of the 
American Medical association? presented sta- 
tistics gathered during the last five years 
by the association.

The 
total number of cases of death or maiming 
investigated by the association in that time 
has been 23,678. This does not include the 
fifteen killed, one dying, and 291 crippled dur- 
ing the last week.

HIGH COURT APPEAL FAILS.

PUERTO CORTEZ, Honduras, July 1 
Francis G. Bailey, president of the Export 
Shipping company of New Jersey, has es- 
¢aped from a steamer on which he was being 
taken to the United States to stand trial. 
Bailey, with his brother, Albert W., Charles 
H. Myers, and Capt. Albert Oxley, had been 
arrested on the request of United States offi- 
¢cials. Oxley was the master of the steamer 
Goldsboro, which left New York on May 22, 
having on board property of the Export Ship- 
ping company valued at $200,000, which, it is 
alleged, Bailey illegally obtained. ? 


Sailed Under Three Flags. 

The Goldsboro has been under three dif- 
ferent flags in three months. The vessel's 
cargo and the men named were arrested by 
the Honduras government on June 5 and 8 at 
Tela and Ceiba and placed under military 
guard at the request of the United States 
government and detained pending the ar- 
rival of formaldocuments of extradition. 

The vessel's cargo was delivered to the cus- 
tody of American Consul Brickwood. About 
one-half ofithe cargo had been discharged on 
the beach Hear Tela, close to the plantations 
bought by the Baileys, and is now on the 
beach exposed to the elements and guarded 
by soldiers of Honduras. 

The vessel was badly strained in voyage and 
leaking whentaken. Thecrew was mutinous 
and demanding pay, and was running out of 
provisions. 


Escapes in Small Boat. 

Lieut. P. W. Berry of the New York police 
department arrived here yesterday and took 
the accused into his custody despite the ap- 
peal to the Honduran Supreme court, whigh 
had been filed by the four men.

THAT POTTER WILL RECOVER. 


Bishop Gradually Sinking and Is at 
Death’s Door—Still Able to Talk with 
Friends. 


Cooperstown, N. T., July 1.—Bishop Henry 
Codman Potter of the Protestant Episcopai 
diocese of New York, tonight js near death's 
door. The bulletins issued by his physicians 
during the day related in brief the aged 
divine's steadily decreasing vitality. In nd 
case did the doctors hold out hdpe and in 
their last statement for the night they indi- 
cated that the end was slowly approaching. 

Ope factor in helping the sick man to pass a 
fairly comfortable day was the cooler 
weather which prevailed. The effect of the 
intense heat of yesterday upon the bishop 
was alarming, bis vitality being sapped far 
faster than the artificial aids employed by 

the medical men and the patient's natural re- 
sistance could restore it. 

The bishop has remained conscious through - 
out the day and his communications with 
those about him in the sickroom have been 
inveriably cheerful in tone.

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HUNT WOMEN IN MURDER PLOT 


Philadelphia Police Think They 
Can Tell Who Slew Doctor. 


ONE ROBBED HIS BUNGALOW. 


| Notes Found Show Surgeon Was Ex- 
pecting Death Any Minute. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 1.—[Special.)—By 
the arrest of a young woman, expected to oc- 
eur not later than tomorrow, the police will 
take the first step toward clearing up the 
mystery of. the murder of Dr. William H. 
Wilson, the alleged malpractitioner, whe was 
poisoned with ale sent by.express. 

The young woman now is under surveil- 
lance, and the police could arrest her at any 
minute, but they hesitate to take thie action, 
as they fear it might militate against the 
arrest of a man, the real murderer, who has 
disappeared. The woman, a to the 
police; is-a relative of the murderer. It is 
reported by some that she is his sister. 

The authorities will not say to what extent 
she was implicated in the crime itself. It is 
certain, however, that she is the one who yes- 
terday ransaeked the Cornwellis .) bunga- 
low, used as a private hospital by Dr. Wilson. 
The description of the woman who called 
at the Wilson house in Philadelphia on the 
day before the murder and was been on the 
morning after the crime by neighbors tallies 
minutely with that of the hed eases ve seen at 
Cornwell's before the robbery. 


Another Woman Being Watched. 


On the other hand, while the coroner's peo- 
ple have this woman under surveillance, it 
became known that Supt. O'Leary and his 
police have their eyes upon another woman 
and have practically determined upon her 
arrest also. This woman is a close relative 


‘of the doctor himself. 


There is, in fact, a great dissension be- 
tween the detective department and the cor- 
oner's office, due to political conditions, and 
while the latter is hanipered in the investiga- 
tion. the former is inclined to do little to ald 
it, even at the risk of letting the murderer 
escape. The decision to arrest the first wom- 
au was brought about by a conferenéte in the 
district attorney’s office, a neutral meeting 
ground for the two factions. 

From the ransacking of the Cornwells’ 
bungalow came this afternoon à succession 
of amazing facts. It wae revealed that the 
murderer had undoubtedly begun to lay plans 
for the consummation of his plot at least six 
months ago, that he knew the doctor’s habits, 
and had led him on to the poisoned bottle of 
ale through a series of steps calculated to 
prevent any suspicion whem the time came 
for the deadly present to forwarded. 

It was shown also that whoever rahsacked 
the bungalow had been a frequent visitor 
there and an intimate of Dr. Wilson, because 
the physician's great bulldog had been in- 
side the place ever since the murder and yet 
it never made a sound nor did it molest the 
intruder in any way. 


Physician Expected Death. 

From memorandum books and some let- 
ters found at the bungalow, it was revealed 
that the surgeon feared an attack on his life 
One of these letters in the hands of the cor- 
oner is a copy of one sent to a friend and 
reads: * 

J want to put my house in order, for I’m 
getting pretty certain that a command to step 
out soon will come. You knows ha have neces- 
sarily made enemies. Some may have good 
reason for it. I have, however, considerably 
more than a presentiment that there is a bony 
heelafter me. Maybe, I even know the owner 
of it. Therefore don’t be too shocked if you 
should hear something drop.“ 

This letter was dated only a few weeks 
ago, April 8, and had been written at the 
bungalow. 

Mrs. Wilson, widow of the murdered physi-

Indictment Against Adalbert 
Sterk Found to Be Faulty. 


ACCUSED IS REARRESTED.

Released by Judge Landis because of @ 
faulty ‘indictment, only to be rearrested im- 
mediately on a second warrant, was the 
fate of Adalbert Sterk, charged with yio- 
lating the immigration laws in harboring an 
alien woman for immoral purpores, yester- 
day. 

Sterk, who is sald formetly to have served 
in the Austrian army as a sergeant, was 
‘arrested some time ago. 
_ yesterday. “The case was declared to be 
‘particularly flagrant, but because of the de- 
teot 4m the indictment Judge Landis took the 
case from the jury and ne a verdict 
- of not ty. 

When rested Sterk was 6 before 
United States Commissioner Foote and the 
case was continued until next Mon@ay morn- 
ing. Then he was taken to the county jail. 


Finds Indictment at Fault. 

The case of Sterk is the first prosecution 
of the government in its crusade against al- 
leged white slave holders. Judge Landis’ 
action followed the motion of Attorney 
Rosenberg to dismiss the case on the ground 
that the indictment failed to specify definite- 
ly what Sterk’s purpose was in holding 
Tereza Jeney, a young Hungarian woman, 
and that because of this the defendant had 
been in jeopardy. “ 

The seven other alleged white slave 
holders who were indicted yesterday by the 
grand jury were arraigned before Commis- 
sioner Foote and the commissioner's cases 
dismissed while the defendants were rear- 
rested on capiases issued by Judge Landis 
following the indictments. The district at- 
torney’s office expects to have the cases 
brought to an early trial. 

Mrs. Rosenberg Is Fined. 

Mrs, Max Rosenberg was fined $25 and 
costs on a charge of being the Keeper of a 
disorderly resort at 202 West Madison street. 

The arrest’ of the woman followed a story 
told by Matie Walters, 20 years old, who 
testified that she had lived at the hotel for 
several days after she had come to Chicago 
from her home in Joliet.

Postoffice Officials Who Tell Why 


They Barred Society’s Magazine 
Called Prudes“ and “Old Maids.” 


What the 3 ot the postothes de- 
pa tment don't know about art was dia- 
cussed yesterday by nearly 5,000 Chicago 
members of the National Art society when 
they learned the real reason why their official 
organ, the Fine Arts Journal, had been 
denied transmission through the mails.

This picture is declared by C. H. Strana- 
han, in his “ History of French Painting,” 
to be probably one of the greatest art master- 
pieces in the Louvre in Paris. It represents 
a nude woman standing and supporting a 
water jar over her shoulder with the left 
arm.

DANGER TO LIFE AND PROPERTY 
The Chicago firemen are unanimously 
for the sane Fourth of July. They dread 


their nerves. They are kept on edge by 
incessant calls to fires, one of which may 
become a conflagration. They have gone 


the day. They have always in mind the 
‘fact that a fire started by firecrackers 
destroyed the city of Portland, and every 
year they have recurrent fears of a great 
calamity for Chicago. 

It the firemen ‘had their way they 
would make the Fourth as quiet and safe 
as Decoration day. They would banish 
crackers, large: and small, and clap an 
extinguisher on fireworks of all kinds. 
But the firemen are not so influential as 
the “vested interests” whose hazardous 
goods have been the cause of the destruc- 
tion of tens of millions of dollars’ worth 
of property. 

Some day the eyes of lawmakers will 
be opened to the fact that the preservation 
of the profits of the manufacturers of 
fireworks and of the men who retail them 
is not of so much importance as the pro- 
tection of the community against the an- 
nual danger which accompanies their use, 

The “vested interests” which made 
money out of impure drugs &nd foods 
have been successfully attacked. Other 
objectionable “ vested interests” will be 
reached in time. 

This year’s Fourth of July fires began 
on the 30th of June. They were trivial 
affairs except for the persons immediately 
concerned, but they give warning of what 
may happen day after tomorrow unless 
the firemen are all on the alert and the 


police are extremely vigilant. Otherwise 


there may be great destruction of prop- 
erty with no better excuse than a wish to 
make a tremendous amount of disagree- 
able noise. , 

The maiming of boys also began on 
the 30th of June. There is unbappiness in 
three go homes. There will be mis- 
ery in many more before the week ends 
unless there shall be a serious effort in 
behalf of a sane celebration of the Fourth. 
If notice could be served on every head 
of a family of what happened to some 


giant crackers day before yesterday some 
would look after their children on the 
Fourth more closely than they have been 
in the habit of doing. 

The greater the publicity given to the 
casualties which precede the Fourth the 
smaller will be the number of casualties 
on that perilous day. 


A GUARANTY OF GOOD MEAT. 


Health departments are created to pre 
vent sickness by doing away as far as 
possible with its causes. The Chicago 
department is fully aware of its duty to 
the community and is indefatigable in 
the field of prevention. Its last contribu- 
tion to the health of the community ‘s 
the new meat inspection ordinance which 
was passed by the council last Monday. 
Its rigid enforcement will reduce to the 
minimum the number of cases of sick- 
ness from bad meats. 

Most of the meat consumed in Chicago 
comes from the great packing houses and 
has been pronounced. good by United 
States inspectors. There are some small 
establishments which do only a local busi- 
ness and whose products are not passed 
on by those inspectors. The object of 
the ordinance is to make the municipal 
inspection of the output of the smaller 
houses as complete and effective as is the 
government inspection. Then, with a 
close supervision of the retail markets, to 
make sure that meat which may have 
spoiled after inspection is not offered for 
gale, the meat consumers of Chicago 
will have complete protection. 

The old ordinance was defective. It 
authorized the inspectors to condemn all 
the bad meat they found, but did not re- 
quire them to stamp the meat they de- 
clared good, as government inspectors 
have to. Henceforth all meat will be 
etaniped, and when any which is not is 
| found in a meat market there will be 
something for the proprietor to explain.

The people will be interested in the 
plan for thorough renovation of the 
School buildings. The vacation program 
for improvements means something to 
thousands of homes. The natural pride 
of parents in the schools will be in- 
creased. Their anxieties will be dimin- 
ished as they learn of the measures taken 
to make the training places of their chil- 
dren cleaner, healthier, and safer. 

Those who are in charge of the house 
cleaning operations declare that the 
buildings. will be renovated thoroughly. 
They will be repainted outside and inside. 
The desks will be revarnished. The gut- 
ters will be repaired. Everything will 
be made spick and span before Septem- 
ber comes again. 

The buildings which have been in in-, 
sahitary condition will be given careful 
attention. New plumbing of modern sei- 
entific type will be installed. The im- 
provements will make life safe inside the 
buildings. Fire escapes will be added to 
faéilitate exit in case of danger. The 
demands of the “city beautiful” will not 
be forgotten, either, for some of the 
chimneys which have given great offense 
in days gone by will cease their smoking 
after the installation of new devices in 
connection with the heating apparatus. 

To spend three-quarters of a million 
dollars in renovation and in adding need- 
ed equipment for effective work in man- 
ual training and domestic science means 
opportunity for labor to many workmen. 
That in itself is worth much. But the 
improvement of the schools is of far 
greater importance. The la amouat 
required for the work gives some idea of 
the extent of the Chicago school system. 
The fact that the improvements are to, 
be made is another evidence of the inten- 
tion ot those in charge of educational 
matters to make the system in every way 
adequate to render the best possible serv- 
ice to its great constituency.

oung Prince Humbert should have 
headed the list of the Associations of the 
Catholic Youth of Italy, and has given it to be 
understood that he will have no scruple about 
accepting any analogous tribute of regard 
and respect from other members of the 
reigning family of the peninsula on the occa- 
sion of his golden jubilee. 

Prince Humbert, who bears the title of) 
count of Salemi, is religiously inclined, due 
to the fact he has been brought up almost 
entirely not by his somewhat frivolous and 
worldly mother, Letitia Bonaparte, dowager 
Guchese of Aosta, but by his grandmother, 
the saintly Princess Clothilde Bonaparte, 


.who since the fall of the French empire in 


1870 has made her home at the castle of 
Moncalierl, near Turin. 

Clothilde is a sister of the late King Hum- 
bert and of Queen Pia of Portugal, and when 
a little over 15 years of age was sacrificed 
by her father, the late King Victor Em- 
manuel, and by his premier, Cavour, to poli- 
tics, being compelled to contract a loveless 
marriage with Prince Jerome Bonaparte, 
who, thirty years her senior, was one of the 
most irreligious scions of royalty in all 
Christendom, besides being known from one 
end of Europe to the other for his profligacies. 

Clothilde was forced by her husband's con- 
duct to separate from him after 1870. But, 
although he did not love her, he entertained 
for her the profoundest respect, was fond 
of comparing her to the Empress Eugenie, all 
to the disadvantage of the latter, was nursed 


* 


by her through his last illness, and died with 


his head leaning on her shoulder at a hotel 
in Rome. Letitia Bonaparte, as well as Vic- 
tor Napoleon, the Bonapartist pretender, and 
Louis Bonaparte, general of Russian cavalry, 
are her children. 

Letitia Bonaparte was at one time engaged 
to her cousin, the present duke of Aosta, who 
was devoted to her. But, being ambitious, 
she jilted him almost on the eve of the day 
appointed for the wedding to marry his 
father, her uncle Amadeus, who, of course, 
was nearer to the throne of Italy than his 
son. Amadeus, who had previously been 
king of Spain for several years, returning to 
Italy after abdicating his Spanish crown, and 
who was obliged to obtain from the Vatican 
a dispensation in order to wed his niees, only 
survived his second marriage about eighteen 
months, leaving his widow an infant gon, 
who received the name of Humbert.

“Whereas the duke of the Abruzzi, the duke 
of Aosta, and the count of Turin are ex- 
ceedingly rich through their mother, who 
was one of the greatest helresses of her 
day, their half-brother, young Prince Hum- 
bert, has little if any money, and Is entirely 
dependent on whatever allowance his cousin 
the King may choose to give him. His 
mother, Letitia, the gayest of the merry 
widows of old world royalty, has no money 
at all, being dependent upon her civil list 
allowance, which the king has in his power 
to dock at any time she refuses fo comply 
with his behests or to conform her behavior 
to his notions of propriety. 

During the reign of her brother-in-law and 
uncle, the late King Humbert, she was con- 
stantly in financial difficulties, having in- 
herited none of the thrift of her great-grand- 


mother and namesake, Mme. Mere,” the 1 


mother of the first Emperor Napoleon; but. 
on the contrary, the tendency to extravagance 
so pronounced in that old lady’s children. 

It was this pecuniary dependence upon 
King Humbert, as well as her monetary 
troubles, which led her to entertain an offer 
of marriage from Roland Bonaparte. But 
King Humbert would not hedr of it, and 
vetoed the projected matrimonial alliance, 
both by reason of the tainted source of 
Roland’s vast wealth, the part ownership 
of the public gambling tables at Monte Carlo, 
and because of his questionable status and 
plebeian origin, his mother having been the 
daughter of a plumber, while he was born 
out of wedlock, his father, Prince Peter, 
figuring in the pages of the Almanac de 
Gotha as a bachelor, and dying as such when 
Roland had already attained manhood.

As a further illustration of the increased 
cordiality of the relations between vatican 
and the Italian government, I may mention 
that the new bishop of Aosta presented the 
other day at the vatican seven of the depu- 
ties representing Piedmontese constituencies 
in the national legislature to Pius X., who 
received them with graciousness and cor- 
diality, and urged them to use their influence 
with the administration to obtain as quickly 
as possible the royal exequatur for the bishop 
of Aosta, so he might commence without 
delay to draw the stipend and the revenues 
of the see to which he has just been named. 

The pope’s receiving members of the Italian 
parliament ‘as such, and invoking their inter- 
cession with the government, constitutes 
a new departure, and may be regarded asa 
papa! recognition of the Italian parliament. 
which transformed Rome into the capital of 
united Italy. But it is in keeping, after all. 
with the private audience Pius granted 
about two years ago to Queen Margaret's 
brother, the sailor duke of Genoa, and his 
Bavarian wife. 

Most notable among the defendants in the 
state trial at Cettinje for alleged conspiracy 
to destroy the lives of the Montenegrin reign- 
ing family by bombs is former Prime Minis- 
ter Radovitch, a cousin of the prince, who 
has just been sentenced to ten years’ im- 
prisonment. He is so highly esteemed by the 
various great powers that on the resigna- 
tion of Prince George of Greece they offered 
him the post of high commissioner of Crete, 
which he declined. 

He was so convinced of his innocence that 
he returned of his own accord from Paris, 
where he had been living for nearly a year, 
to stand trial He was the chief of the con- 
stitutional party, but had left Montenegro 
when he found the prince regretted having 
granted a constitution to his people and de- 
clined to live up to its provisions.

When I last wrote you I was setting out 
for Turbie on the hilltop back of Monaco 
to see the ancient landmark close at hand 
and to get a wide view of the country round- 
about. In the old geographic documents 


ot the empire this spot was designated as 


the summit of the Alps. It was misnamed, 
of course, but its position is important for 
all that, For it lies close to the border line 
between Cisalpine and Transalpine Gaul, 
between old Provence and old Liguria. This 
fact means less than it did in Caesar's day, 
for the present boundary between Italy and 
France is Ventimiglia, some twenty miles 
eastward on the coast. 

The view was fine, Below the height the 
palace of the Grimaldi, Monte Carlo with its 
white casino, and the sumptuous villas, some 
with flags flying, framed the bay. The lime- 
stone rocks were red where gardens and 
orchards had failed to clothe them with pro- 
tection from the sun; hedges of geranium 
in flower outlined roads and pathways; roses 
bloomed among the cactus; here and there 
whiteness of marble gleamed from out the 
variegated colors; beyond’ the land shone 
gloriously the azure sea. Westward the 
shore made a scalloped line toward Villa- 
franche, the red cliffs of the Esterel, and the 
dusky mountains of the Moors. Bastward 
was Menton, San Remo, and many other 
little places between Turbie and Ventimig- . 
lia. 

The snowy Apennines were visible and the 
céast of Italy as far as Cape Nerp and Bor- 
dighera. Inland the Alps oom up ma- 


jestically. The mirage of Corsica, seen some- 


times in spring at dawn and sundown, was 
of course invisible, but I pretended to my- 
self that I could discern it on the distant 
sky line, a fairy phantom of the sea.

The story goes that it was at Turdle that 
Hescules wrestled with Anteeus, the giant 
son of earth, and worsted him in combat. 
magine the difficulties of the hero. When- 
ever Anteus touched the earth he gained 
new strength from it, because it was his 
mother. 80 his versary was obliged to 
lift him and strangle him when he was in 
midair. And on the spot of this extraor- 
dinary deed a lonely shrine of Hercules was 
built and called Heracles Monolkos. 

It stood on the hillside above Monaco, just 
below the site of the great tower later built 
by Augustus in sign of the pacification of 
the world. Turble,” as the place is called, 
is a corruption of the earlier name, “ Tro- 
phea,.” trophy of Augustus. Formerly the 
temple of Hercules was used as a lighthouse, 
just as the headland towers of Greece were 
in olden times the landmarks which guided 
marinets at sea. 

The monument of Augustus has become a 
ruin. At different periods of its decay its 
stones were carried off to be built into va- 
riotis buildings in the neighborhood. The 
church of Monaco has some of them; others 
are employed in decoration of the high al- 
tar of the cathedral at Nice; but the great- 
est number are in the palaces of Genoa. No 
one could carry off the Roman highroad 
though, and it still runs by Turbie, form- 
ing part of the famous “ Route de la Cor- 


niche.”’ 


* * 


This Corniche road is certainly a mar- 
velous construction. It bends and winds 
with the agility of a human contortionist, 
goes up and down, rounds the mountain 
curves, spane crevices, runs beside preci- 
pices. It is a modern French work, dating 
from the first years of the last century, 
but it follows so far as possible the old Au- 
rellan way, departing where need be from 
the ancient roadbed to byways, which it 
changes for its purposes by engineering 
skill. Always it maintains a height from 
300 to 500 feet above the sea; and as it travels 
it gains a birdseye view of land and sea. 
How gréat an improvement it is upon the old 
road appears from the fact that Dante, 
when he sought to give an impression of 
the difficulties of a road in heil, likened it to 
the way between Turbie and Lerici. He also 
speaks of scrambling down Noli, which is 
westward from this point. 

I would have liked to travel on the beau- 
tiful Corniche, but it looked white and hot 
in the noonday, so I decided to come, as 
tourists do, by rail to Menton, land of lem- 
ona, and—as I have hinted—likewise a gar- 
den of love. An excellent Eden this would 
be to furnish a stage setting for light opera.

Defends Guaranty Deposita Plan. 

Fairfielé, Ia, June 20.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. II see in today’s paper an article 
by Raymond characterizing the guaranty of 
bank deposits as wholly absurd and fal- 
lacious, and, asa business man, I write to 
ask you not to deceive yourselves. This 
proposition is neither absurd nor fallacious, 
but la one of the most sensible and beneficia! 
propositions before the American people. 

Its obfect is to insure d against 
loss, which is certainly as wise proper 
as to have insurance against or other 
losses,. or for the national or state govern- 
ments, or counties or cities to require securi- 
‘ty from the banks for their deposits The 
man whose entire wealth—probably the only 
means of support for his declining years— 
is at stake ie surely as much entitled to 
security on his small deposit as the govern- 
ment or the large depositor who is in post- 
tion to exact it or to save himself in time 
of danger. 

It is not a question of whether the govern- 
ment should supervise the banks or let them 
run their business as strictly private, be- 
cause that question has long ago been set- 
tled in favor of governmental supervision. 
The government having undertaken to regu- 
late the banks, they certainly should f 
made as safe as possible for all depositors. 
As Mr. Raymond truly says, the loss to de- 
positors in the aggregate is small, so the 
cost of the guaranty would be correspond- 
ingly small. and:the small expense required 
would repay the outlay in many ways a hun- 
dred fold. ° 

The first and most important result would 
be to greatly increase confidence in the

The guaranty of bank deposits will make 
the money in the bank safer than the money 
in hand, for the danger of it being stolen or 
lost will be eliminated. Such being the case, 
all the surplus money in the country will 
find its way to the banks and will stay there 
instead of much of it deing hid away or | 
placed in safety deposit vaults, as it now is. 
There would be slim picking for robbers. 
No idle report about the condition of a 
bank would set the deposifors wild and 
make them rush panic stricken to get their 
monéy, as they sometimes do now, or as 
they used to rush to get it redeemed under 
the old wildcat banking system; 

Raymond, however, says: “If the de- 
positors are made safe through a guaranty 
fund provided by a tax paid by the deposi- 
tors themselves the whole incentive for 
making prudent loans disappears.” He is 
mistaken when he says the tax will be paid 
by the depositors. It will be paid by the 
banks, as it now ig under the Oklahoma law. 
He is also mistaken when he says the whole 
incentive for making prudent loans will die- 
appear. In the first place, the weaker 
Dankes will not have to bid so much for de- 
posits, and naturally they will not be tempted 
to run such risks as they de now. Instead of 
being so much competitive it will be more 
conservative and mutual and much safer. 

Men go into the banking business not to 
make money for their depositors but to 
make money for themselves. They will ex- 
ercise prudence far more to preserve their 
‘stock and also to ayoid having to make 
good their double liability than te preserve 
the money of their depositors. 

The way to make banks safe is not by 
the fear of wild runs, which no bank unnided 
can stand, but by re@ucing such runs ta the 
minimum, if not entirely eliminating 
and by careful and frequent inspection which 
will prevent serious impairment of capital, 
The fact that fifty-four national banks in 
Oklahoma are taking advantage of this law 
ig a good recommendation. |

Selects Bion J. Arnold to Value

Gotham Will Use Expert’s Figures os 
Basis for Reform.” 


New York has taken advantage of Chica- 
go's experience in arriving at a successful 
solution of the surface traction problem.
